An 
uncon rmed report is to the effect 
that the bodies of all three were 
found in a field near Waterfall. 

The fire brigade when responding 
'to an alarm Sunday night was fired 
upon by parties of masked, uni 
'10rmed men. Conseauently the fire- 
| men fear to venture forth, and whe 
i the Thomas Ashe Sinn Fein Club wa: 
' set on fire’ yesterday they refused 
to leave their quarters until protec- 
‘tion of two lorries louded with sol 
diers was afforded. 

The fires usually have been started 
with incendiary bombs and petrol in 
buildings, the owners or occupants 
of which are believed to be Sinn 
Feiners. Not infrequently the fires 
have spread to adjoining property. 

Explosions and fusilades from 
rifles and revolvers almost invariably 
furnish a terrifying overture and ac-
